We iiave the honour, pursuant to statute, to present this 
our Thirty-fourth Annual Report on the condition of the Prisons 
and Prisoners within our jurisdiction, and with respect to the 
Registration of Criminals ; also our Annual Report on the place 
for Prisoners sentenced to Preventive Detention, at Maryborough*, 
on the Borstal Institution at Clonmel, and on the State Inebriate 
Reformatory, at Ennis.

During 1911 the number of prisoners committed to Bride- 
wells was 180 on remand and 185 under sentence of lour days 
or less, making a total of 365, being 34 less than the number for 
the previous year. Of those received on remand 93 were sub- 
sequently committed on the same charge to local prisons and 
are included in the number of prisoners m the foregoing table. 

Drunkenness- 

As in previous years drunkenness still continues to supply a 
large pro^rtion of the Irish prison population, the number of 
commitments during 1911 for drunkenness or riotous oi dis- 
orderly behaviour while drunk being 9,258, or 40 P el c “?; 
the total number of convicted prisoners committed to prison, 
while in 1910 the figures were 10,088 or 39 per cent, of t 
fntal number received on conviction m that year.

Young Offenders. 

During the year 1,077 male and 345 female offenders under 

Bo^stal^Institutton and are dealt with more fully m a subsequent 
^flh^eSder « males-re sentenced to Penal Smwitude 
and 1,008 males and 346 females to P ths . W e are 

age of 16 years, 
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whereas 10 years' ago the number of prisoners under that age 
committed on conviction averaged 120 annually. This satisfac- 
tory reduction is chiefly the result of the Children Act, 1908, 
which absolutely prohibits the imprisonment of “children,”’ 
i.e., those under the age of 14 years, and also prohibits the im- 
prisonment of “ young persons,” i.e., those between 14 and 16 
years unless where the offender is of unruly or depraved habits. 

Of the young offenders received during the year in local 
prisons under sentence 1,353 (1,009 males and 344 females) 
were Juvenile Adults, i.e., between 16 and 21 years of 
age. This is a reduction of nearly 40 per cent, on the' number 
of Juvenile Adults committed in 1910, viz., 2,239 (1,481 males 
and 758 females). As stated in our last report, classes for the 
treatment of young male offenders under the Modified Borstal 
System have been established at Mountjov, Belfast, and Cork 
Prisons. Juvenile Adults committed to 'these prisons under 
sentences of imprisonment exceeding one month who are 
considered suitable subjects for this treatment, also selected 
Juvenile Adults sentenced in other parts of Ireland to imprison- 
ment for terms of 4 months or upwards, and transferred 
to these prisons, serve their terms of imprisonment in these 
classes The youths in these Modified Borstal classes 
are kept apart from the adult prisoners, receive special attention 
m religious and secular instruction, and work in association 
from the commencement of their sentences, as well as being 
put through a course of physical drill daily. If length of sen- 
tence permits, they are taught the rudiments of some useful 
trade such as carpentry, shoemaking, tailoring, etc. These 
Juvenile Adults are visited by members of the Prisoners’ Aid 
Societies, who endeavour to reconcile them to their friends if 
they have good homes to go to, or otherwise find employment 
for them on their release. Juvenile Adults committed to 
prisons other than the three named above for terms exceeding 
one month but less than four months are kept apart from adult 
prisoners and receive the Modified Borstal treatment as far as 
practicable.

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Convicts on Licence. 

Since 1903 the obligation on convicts on licence to report 
themselves to the police has been relaxed to the extent that if 
the licence holder is not a habitual criminal or likely to fall again 
into crime, the obligation is remitted, if the police report satis- 
factorily as to his conduct and mode of life after he has been at 
large for three months, or in the case of the longer sentences, 
six months. 

Last year this obligation was further relaxed, and the police 
can now recommend a remission of the obligation when they 
consider it unnecessary that the licence holder should any longer 
report himself. 

Health, and Mortality of Prisoners. 

The health of the prisoners has been good. Only one case of 
zymotic disease occurred during the year among prisoners. There 
were four deaths among local prisoners. One of these resulted 
from syncope following chronic alcoholism and fatty degenera- 
tion of the heart, one from anemia and general debility, one 
from apoplexy, and one from angina pectoris. In Maryborough 
Convict Prison one death occurred from peritonitis supervening 
on rupture of gastric ulcer. 

There was one prisoner executed. 

Thirty-five prisoners were, released from local prisons on 
medical grounds before the expiration of their sentences (of whom 
17 were women near their confinement), and five were released 
from convict prisons. 

Insane Prisoners. 

During the year 61 insane prisoners were transferred from 
local prisons to lunatic asylums. Of these 44 were reported by 
the prison medical officers as having been insane, on reception, 
6 as “probably insane,” 4 as weak minded or erratic, one as 
suffering from the effects of alcohol, and in three cases the 
mental condition of the prisoners was noted as doubtful. Only 
three were reported as sane on reception into prison, the insanity 
in these cases developing in periods of 54, 70, and 146 days re- 

P"Five convicts were removed to the Central Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum. Of these the mental condition of one on reception into 
prison is reported as having been “ peculiar, ’ while the remain- 
ing four cases "were men of low mental type in whom insanity 
developed in periods varying from one year and three months to 
two years and five months. It may be added that two of these 
were sent back to Maryborough Convict Prison from the Asylum 
after short detention. 


Conduct of Prisoners. 

The conduct of the prisoners during the year was generally 

^ One prisoner escaped from a Bridewell, but was recaptured 
the next day. 
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Lectures and Concerts. 

Lectures and addresses were given in the following prisons, 
viz., at Waterford Prison two ‘‘Health Talks” were given by a 
member of the ‘‘ Women’s National Health Association ” to the 
female prisoners; at Dundalk Prison a lecture on “ Social Re- 
form,” organised by the Visiting Committee, was given. At 
Clonmel Borstal Institution members of the 11 Irish Temperance 
League ” gave addresses on the subject of Temperance, while at 
Ennis Reformatory a musical entertainment was given by the 
children of a local Industrial School ; and a gramophone recital 
was also organised by a lady visitor. 


Prison Industries. 

Particulars of the industries carried on in the prisons will be 
found in the Appendix. 

In providing suitable and remunerative employment for the 
prisoners under our charge, the .General Prisons Board have 
to comply with the conditions imposed by the Prisons Act, which 
prescribes that the employment must be of such a nature that — 


1. It should defray, at least in part, the expense of the 

prisoners’ maintenance ; 

2. It should teach the prisoners modes of gaining honest 

livelihoods ; 

3. It should be consistent with a due regard to the main- 

tenance of the penal character of prison' discipline ; 

4. It should avoid undue pressure on, or competition with. 

any particular trade or industry. 


More than half of the prisoners committed to local prisons are 
sentenced to terms not exceeding 14 days, while no less than 
30 per cent, of the entire number are sentenced to terms not 
exceeding one month. 

In these short terms it would not be possible to teach the 
prisoners, even if they had the requisite ability, anv trades from 
which they could earn honest livelihoods, but when in addition 
to the shortness of the sentences, the previous habits of life of 
the prisoners and the impaired physical condition of a large 
pioportion of them are taken into account, the problem of find- 
ing employment which will fulfil the statutory conditions above 
referred to becomes still more difficult. 

Nevertheless the results achieved with such unpromising 
material are far from discouraging. Cleanliness, wholesom? 
food, steady work, and regular hours soon produce a good effect 
factoril/ ™ le the ,arger mimber tho P™onets work satis;

designed for purposes of safe custody at a time when useful

They are generally situated in cities or towns with little or no 
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land available for tillage, which is all the more to be regretted 
in a country like Ireland where a practical knowledge of agricul- 
ture is so necessary for the greater number of its inhabitants. 
All land, however, that is available within prison precincts is 
highly cultivated. At Maryborough a swampy farm of over 34 
acres has been thoroughly drained and reclaimed by the convicts. 
In a few local prisons where some land is available intensive 
gardening is carried on with success. 

All articles required for the service are so far as possible 
manufactured in the prisons, comprising uniforms and boots for 
the officers and clothing for the prisoners. The frieze and linSey 
for the prisoners’ dresses are woven in prison, as are also the 
blankets. Mail bags, leggings, etc., are also manufactured for 
the General Post Office, and firewood, brushes, mats, etc., for 
other public departments. 

The unskilled labour of the prisoners of shorter sentences is 
largely utilised in stone-breaking, wood-cutting, and in the up- 
keep and improvement of the prison premises, which have been 
maintained during the year in good condition. The work done 
under this head in 1911 includes the completion of a new and 
extensive system of sewerage at Mount joy Prison, which has 
been carried out at an estimated saving of £2,000 on the amount 
which the work would have cost had it been done by outside 
labour.

During the year one or more of the Visitors appointed by Your

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REGISTRATION OF CRIMINALS. 

The names of 194 convicts and habitual criminals were, on 
their discharge from prison, added to the “ Register of Convicts 
and Habitual Criminals ” during the year. 

<< q 11 names of 1,067 prisoners were added to the 

Supplemental Register ” of prisoners sentenced to one month 
or over at Assizes and Quarter Sessions and above one month at 
Petty Sessions or Police Courts for specified offences, including 
burglary, larceny, housebreaking, receiving, frequenting, etc. 

In 381 cases where the police were unacquainted with the 
antecedents of prisoners on remand, the taking of finger prints 
resulted in the identification of 116 as having been previously 
convicted. 1 

The finger print experts of our department have been fre- 
quently asked by the police to examine the impressions of finger 
prints left by burglars on glass or other articles, and on several 
occasions the identification of these marks has resulted in the 
conviction of the offenders. 


PREVENTIVE DETENTION 

A class for prisoners sentenced to Preventive Detention was 
established at Maryborough Prison in September, 1911. 

Under the “ Prevention of Crime Act, 1908,” it is provided 
that — ■ 1 

Where a person is convicted on indictment of a crime, committed after 
the passing of this Act, and subsequently the offender admits that he is 
or is found by the jury to be a habitual criminal, and the court 
passes a sentence of penal servitude, the court, if of opinion that by r'easoh 
of his criminal habits and mode of life it is expedient for the protection 
of the public that the offender should be kept in detention for a lengthened 
period of years, may pass a further sentence ordering that on the deter- 
mination of the sentence of penal servitude he be detained for such period 
exceedln g 10 nor less than 5 years as the court may determine, and 
such detention is hereinafter referred to as preventive detention.

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purpose. They receive a more liberal diet and can earn larger 
gratuities than convicts. They are associated at meal times. 
They are also eligible to write more letters and to receive more 
letters and visits- than when in penal servitude. 


BORSTAL INSTITUTION. 


A Borstal Institution for males was established at Clonmel 
in November, 1909, under the Prevention of Crime Act, 1908, 
the prison there being appropriated for the purpose. The object 
of this Institution is the reformatory treatment of youths be- 
tween 16 and 21 years of age, who are too old to be sent to 
Reformatories, and who, being of criminal habits or associates 
of persons of bad character, are drifting to a career of crime. 

During 1911 sixty-eight juvenile adults were committed to 
this Institution, including four whose sentences of 12 calendar 
months hard labour were commuted to detention in a Borstal 
Institution. Three other juvenile adults were also re -committed 
on forfeiture or revocation of their licences. 

The daily average number of inmates for 1911 was 68, an 
increase of 18 on that for the previous year. 

Of the 68 youths committed during 1911, 48 had been pre- 
viously convicted, 3 having had more than six previous convic- 
tions recorded against them, and 12 had been inmates of Indus- 
trial or Reformatory Schools. 

The sentences of the youths committed during the year were 
as follows : — 

17 were sentenced to the maximum term of 3 years ; 

25 „ ,, „ a term of 2 years; 

7 „ ,, „ a term of 18 months; 

19 „ ,, „ the minimum term of 12 months. 


It is to be regretted that a. larger proportion of the inmates 
was not sentenced to the maximum term of 3 years. Such a 
sentence does not necessarily involve the youths’ being detained 
for a lengthened term in the Institution, as the Prisons Board 
have the power of releasing an inmate on licence after six months’ 
detention, when there is a reasonable probability that the 
offender is likely to abstain from crime and lead a useful and 
industrious life/ This power we freely exercise, each case being 
considered on its merits, our desire being to release the youths 
cn licence the moment it can be done with safety. 

It may be pointed out that those youths who have been sen- 
tenced to the maximum term of 3 years and have been dis- 
charged, were only detained in the Institution on an average 
for a period of 17 months, and that some of them were released 
on licence after so short an interval as 7 or 8 months. 

In this connection we quote the following extract from the 
last annual report of the Borstal Association : 

Imposing the maximum sentence is really in the best interests of the 
young offenders, particularly when they become aware that it depends upon 
their own good conduct whether they will be discharged at the end of six 
months, on licence; and further, that when so discharged they are liable 
if guilty of misconduct, to be re-committed to the Institution to undergo 
the completion of their original sentences. 
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We are glad to bear testimony, as in former years, to the 
zealous efforts of the Chaplains and their Assistants for the refor- 
mation and well being of the inmates. The following extracts 
trom the Chaplains’ reports for the past year will, we think be 
read with interest 


Fio-m the Roman Catholic Chaplain’s report : — 

From my frequent visits to the Institution I should say that thines in 
general appear to be very satisfactory. The Catholic inmates at Divine 
Service conduct themselves well, and the whole of them I may sav are 
monthly communicants. They appear bright and happy and show a practical 
reverence for the Holy Sacrament. The singing of the choir is very good 
I have lectured the boys several times during the year and on all occasions 
tney listened attentively and with the greatest respect. My Curates, who 
act as substitutes, see the boys on reception and before release, and during 
their confinement they have individual! interviews with them. The Sisters 
of Chanty attend on Sundays and teach Catechism, the backward boys 
receiving the most attention. ' 

The school is going on very sstisfoctordy, and the library is a great boon 
to the lads, especially as it contains a great variety of good works. 


From the Church of Ireland Chaplain’s report : —

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Lectures and Readings, illustrated in some cases by lantern 
views, have been given during the year by the Governor and 
Chaplains, and members of the “Irish Temperance League” 
also delivered addresses. 

The daily work, besides the schooling, which all inmates are 
required to perform is an essential element in their reformatory 
treatment. Each inmate is made to realise from the first that 
steady work, with good conduct, brings its sure reward by in- 
creased privileges while in the Institution, with a prospect of an 
early discharge, but that, on the contrary, slackness at work or 
persistent idleness entails prompt punishment, the withholding 
of privileges, and a postponement of release. 

The work at which most of the inmates have been employed 
during the year has been the complete remodelling of part of 
the old prison premises so as to render them suitable for the 
purposes of the Institution — a large prison block containing cells 
with small windows and narrow corridors being converted into 
a two-storey building with spacious well-lighted rooms, kitchen, 
laundry, dining room, recreation room, with workshops for shoe- 
makers, carpenters, tailors, etc. This building, when com- 
pleted, will conduce greatly to the efficiency of the Institution. 

Gardening, shoemaking, tailoring, etc., have also been carried 
on as in former years. 

The physique of the youths is further developed by daily 
physical drill, with very satisfactory results. 

In order to provide suitable employment for the increasing 
numbers the Board have recently taken steps to acquire a field 
in the immediate vicinity of the Institution where the youths 
can be better instructed in high class gardening. 

The health of the inmates during the year was good. The 
only case of infectious disease was on© of scarlatina. One in- 
mate was certified to be insane and was removed to a lunatic 


asylum. 

The conduct of the inmates during the year has been generally 
good, only three of them having been reported as incorrigible 
and transferred to local prisons. , 

Further statistical and other information as to the Institution 
is given in the Appendix, Part III. 

We desire again to record our appreciation of the work done 
by the Borstal Association. This voluntary organisation, which 
is composed of charitable and philanthropic residents m Clonmel 
and neighbourhood, is an indispensable adjunct of the Borstal 
System. Its members frequently visit the inmates, assist them 
with practical advice, and obtain suitable employment for them 
on their discharge. We note with satisfaction the success of 
their efforts, especially in placing out youths with farmers m 
different parts of the country. The training the inmates receive 
in high class agriculture in the Institution, combined with some 
practical knowledge of carpentry and other useful trades, should 
make them very capable farm hands, and we learn that nearly 
all those so placed out are doing well, and giving satisfaction to 
their employers. We agree with the Association in considering 
that this system of bringing back the youths to work a ihe 
land affords them the best opportunity of becoming absorbed as 
useful members of the community. 
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STATE INEBRIATE REFORMATORY. 

During the year 29 inmates (10 males and 19 females) were 
committed under sentences of detention to Ennis State Inebriate 
Reformatory. In addition 5 others (2 males and 3 females) who 
had been discharged from the Reformatory on licence were re- 
committed during the year on revocation of licence, and 2 others 
(1 male and 1 female) were received on transfer from Certified 
Inebriate Reformatories. 

During the same period 24 inmates (12 males and 12 females) 
were discharged on expiration of sentence, and 15 inmates (3 
males and 12 females) were released on licence. 

The daily average number in custody during 1911 was 49, the 
daily average number for 1910 having been 55. 

Particulars as to the offences, periods of sentence, ages, etc., 
of the habitual inebriates committed during the year will be 
found in the Appendix, Part II. 

New regulations for State Inebriate Reformatories were made 
by Your Excellency in July, 1911. Under these regulations the 
Time Table for the Ennis Reformatory has been altered in the 
direction of extending the hours of labour, the working day, 
excluding meal hours, being now (except on Saturday) of tf 
hours duration. 

We give the following extracts from the annual reports of 
the Chaplains : — 

Prom the Roman Catholic Chaplain’s report 

With the material it is given to work upon, and the conditions under 
which that work has to be carried oh, the Ennis State Inebriate Reforma- 
tory is accomplishing great things. 

If inebriety were the only moral weakness which called for correction 
in our inmates I am convinced that the percentage of cures would total 
very high. The loss of liberty, the wholesome, regular life that the 
inmates lead, with moral appeals and sympathetic attention thrown in— 
the system as a whole is very conductive to a change of life. As a matter 
of fact, where men and women have come to us hopelessly enslaved to 
drink, but of fairly sound moral stamina otherwise, we have had many and 
. magnificent instances of reform. ' ' 

But, unfortunately, the vast majority of those who come to us are 
persons of very wretched and squalid antecedents ; persons of whose career 
inebriety was only a' phase, and, most often, not the worst one. The 
hope of -effecting any permanent reform in persons of this class by a few 
years of- detention, is obviously very slender, particularly in view of the 
fact that, invariably, after leaving they go back again to ‘their old haunts, 
and come readily under the influence of their old environments. 

I am bound to say, however, that, even on this class, the change brought 
about by their period of detention is remarkably wholesome. The treatment 
as a whole, having nothing penal in it, and the positive kindness and 
sympathy shown to . the inmates by the officers,, bring into play, in a 
remarkable fashion, whatever reserve of character may be still left, with 
the result that these poor people before leaving the Institution resolve very 
sincerely on a change of life, and make, after 'leaving. Very strenuous efforts 
to break with their past. 

Prom the Church of Ireland Chaplain’s report : — 

It gives me much pleasure to again bear testimony to the useful work 
done by the Institution for its inmates during, the past year. The enlarged 
■ area of garden work is a great boon for the male inmates. They seem to 
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enjoy vigorous health, and this in itself is an immense advantage to constitu- 
tions poisoned with alcohol. The inmates under my charge seem as happy 
as circumstances permit, and they are treated with every care and con- 
sideration. The female inmates are necessarily more confined in their 

occupations, but, with few exceptions, they express contentment with 
their lot. It gives me the greatest possible satisfaction to think that so 
many turn out well after detention here. 

From the Presbyterian Chaplain's report : — 

It is gratuying to know that the past year may be regarded as a record 
one in regard to the successful work done by the Ennis Inebriate Reforma- 
tory. 

There can be no doubt of the salutary influence of the Reformatory 
treatment upon those who are sent to it from time to time. Established 
facts prove it. The enforced absence from drink, the wholesome food, 
the simple life, the congenial employment, together with all the good 
influences exerted by the officials and chaplains — all these things make for 
the well-being of the inmates. I am confident that the Reformatory is 
fulfilling, in a eminent degree, the purpose for which it was established. 
It affords a new chance to those who have boen addicted to the drink 
habit, but are anxious to break away from its spell, and live a sober life. 
To such people the Reformatory is an unspeakable boon and blessing, 
affording as it does the opportunity of getting away from their besetting 
sin and temptation, and thus enabling them to regain their self-control, 
get rid of the effects of alcohol, and build up once more the health of' 
body and mind. And even in the case of those who have no wish to- 
reform what an advantage it is to them, and to their friends, and to 
society at large, to be compelled to abstain for the space of one, two, or 
three years, as the case may be, from the debasing and destructive habit 
of excessive drinking ! 


GENERAL. 

The conduct of the prison staff has been very good. 

The Imperial Service Medal was, during the year, awarded 
to five prison officers who retired after more than 25 years’ 
meritorious service. 

We regret to have to record the serious illness of our Chairman , 
Mr. J. S. Gibbons, C.B., who has in consequence been unable to 
sign this report . 

Particulars of the expenditure, etc., during the past and pre- 
vious years are given in the Appendix.
